Eleven acres of retail were ap­ 
proved for the southeast corner of 
Parker Road and the extension of 
Jupiter Road Monday night over the 
objections of nearby residents. 
Praising the residential portion of 
the 57.3 acre tract owned by W. Lee 
Moore, neighbors protested that retail 
development at the intersection would 
create more traffic problems for an 
already overburdened Parker Road. 
Planner Bob Buffington convinced 
the Planning and Zoning Commission 
that a retail designation would not 
significantly im pact the traffic 
situation. 
He said that development of the 
retail area will probably not take 
place for at least five years and 
predicted that traffic counts would 
force improvements to Parker Road 
before that time. 
Buffington also noted that much of 
the traffic now using Parker Road to 
US 75 might take an alternate route 
down the extended Jupiter Road. 
The 46 acres of residential zoning 
will be developed as SF-2 (1600 square 
feet minimum floor area). Property 
on the west is zoned SF-3 (1400 square 
feet minimum floor area) with land 
even further to the west zoned SF-4 
(1200 square feet minimum 
floor 
a re a ).

U.S. Incomes 
Finally Beat 
Inflation Rate 
WASHINGTON (U P I)-T h e income 
of American families exceeded the 
rate of inflation last year for the first 
time since 1973, and the number of 
persons living in poverty showed the 
first decline in three years. 
A new study on income released 
Monday by the Census Bureau said 
the median family income last year 
was $14,960, an increase of 9 percent 
over the 1975 figure. 
After adjusting for the 6 percent rise 
in prices between 1975 and 1976, the 
median family income increased by 
$450 or 3 percent, the study said. 
Median income, in this case, means 
half the families earned more than 
$14,960 and the other half earned less. 
The improvement last year also 
benefited persons at the lower end of 
the earning scale. The census study 
said in 1976 there were 25 million 
persons who earned less than $5,815, 
the federal poverty level for a non­ 
farm family of four. That was a drop 
of 902,000 from the 1975 total.

POLLY'S PROBLEM 
By Polly Cramer 


D EAR POLLY — Please somebody help me. My bath 
towels, wash cloths and even dish towels are like sand­ 
paper. We have hot and cold soft water and I use liquid 
soap and softener and dry them at permanent drying but 
they always come out the same. — E F F IE . 
DEAR E FFIE — Do you mean you use a water 
softener or a fabric softener? If you do not use a fabric 
softener that should help. Perhaps your linens are not 
being rinsed sufficiently. Many laundry authorities 
recom m end at least three rinsings for tow els to be fluf­ 
fy. A water conditioner also might help. Tumble dry at 
m edium high heat and as you rem ove tow els from dryer 
shake vigorously to fluff them up. Any other ideas, 
readers? — POLLY. 


D EAR POLLY — A reader wanted to know how to clean 
white ceramic tile. There are a couple of good commercial 
cleaners on the market for this purpose, but before I dis­ 
covered them I used ordinary toothpaste and an old nail brush 
or tooth brush. It got into all the crevices and corners and 
cleaned the grout, too. Rinse off with a wet sponge. 
Old T-shirts make wonderful lint-free dust cloths for 
delicate ceramics, glass, etc. And can be used with either a 
liquid cleaner or just dampened v/ith a liquid window cleaner 
- ZONA. 
D EA R PO LLY — I have four pre-school children and three 
school-age youngsters and have discovered many ways to save 
time and money. My grocery bill is about $125 a month for nine 
people and two of them are teen-agers. Careful planning ahead 
has helped me hold down the grocery bill When I was first 
married I shopped weekly, but as my family grew I cut it 
down to once every two weeks. For the past two years I have 
only been shopping once every four weeks. 
I purchase everything in the largest size available. Most 
foods will freeze, such as luncheon meats that are brought in 
chunks when on a special and sliced at home. This is a savings 
over buying the individual pre-packaged ones. 
Watch the ads and plan ahead. Toilet paper and facial 
tissues are usually specials at the same time as are different 
brands of canned vegetables. Margarine, cheese and other 
dairy products appear on sale about the same time, too. Most 
of these will keep four weeks in the refrigerator. When we do 
have things from the garden I need only purchase perishables 
such as lettuce between shopping expeditions. Vinegar and 
sugar are usually sold at special prices in the spring so I stock 
ahead for canning and pickling. The other supplies needed are 
also bought before the rush Watch for laundry detergent 
specials as you may have to wait a while for a particular 
brand. A pad by the telephone in the kitchen serves as a guide 
and anything running low is listed on it. Many things appear 
regularly on every list and this makes shopping quicker and 
easier to judge quantities. — MARILYN.

A great controversy has arisen over the 
final results of the Plano-Sherman football 
game played Friday night at John Clark 
Field. 
District 13-AAAA’s two top teams battled 
to a 14-14 tie before a full house of 14,000- 
plus. 
However, should the two teams tie for the 
district championship after five more weeks 
on inter-district play, Plano will advance to 
the playoffs because of an edge in the 
statistics. 
According to the game officials, Plano 
and Sherman were tied in penetrations, 2-2. 
(Penetrations are awarded when a team ’s 
offense crosses their opponent’s 20-yard 
line.) Plano held an edge in first downs by 
three and that is the basis for their inside 
track to the district’s crown. 
However, after reviewing films of the 
game, it has been determined that Sherman 
actually had three penetrations and Plano 
only two. 
So, arm ed with that information, Sher­ 
man Coach Tommy Hudspeth stated he will 
appeal the gam e to both the University 
Interscholastic League and the District 13- 
AAAA Executive Committee. 
The UIL in Austin has already informed 
Plano Athletic Director John Clark that the 
official’s count on penetrations at 2-2 will 
stand. At presstime, the District 13-AAAA 
Executive Committee had not been con­ 
tacted by Sherman concerning an appeal. 
The review of the game films has brought 
up another question point in the game. 
According to Plano Coach Tommy Kim­ 
brough, the film shows that Sherman 
quarterback Randy Wessinger stepped out 
of bounds on his second quarter 12-yard 
touchdown run. 
Sherman had held a 14-7 edge in the game 
until 26 seconds remained when Plano 
quarterback Steve Ulmer scored on a two- 
yard plunge. 
Plano Coach Kimbrough 
conferred with officials on the penetrations 
count before electing for the extra-point 
kick which tied the gam e at 14-14. 
Sherman Coach Hudspeth thought the

Last year, Plano and Sherman tied 13-13 
and Plano held an edge in penetrations. But, 


Plano dropped gam es to both Greenville and 
Denison late in the season and Sherman won 
the district crown outright. 
If the 2-2 penetration count stands as it is, 
Sherm an's only hope to repeat as the 
district champions is by Plano losing one of 
their remaining five district games.
